The claim of priority was acknowledged in the Office Action 
dated June18, 2003 in said parent application. Said Action also acknowledged 
receipt of the certified copies of the priority documents. 
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Therefore, a proper claim of priority has been made to applications dated 
August 6, 1999 and December 27, 1999. 

The claims are rejected under 35 USC 102 and 35 USC 103 over EP
